William Talley, who is head of the Science Department at School and 
who has, as his particular bailiwick, the teaching of physics, came to 
North Shore in 1943. He brings a shy wit and calm perspective to our 
increasing national concern for science. We went over to the new labs 
to see him and find out how the teaching of physics had changed over the 
years. 

We asked Mr, Talley about his background and how he had come to 
North Shore. 

"I was born in Dauphin, Pennsylvania, on the Susquehanna River. 
This was a grand place to grow up — there were mountains, and the country 
was quite wild. I have a twin brother, and when we were about ten, and 
despite the happy environment, our parents decided we should be in an 
area of better schools, so we were transplanted to a suburb of New York 
in New Jersey. We ultimately went on to Harvard where I majored in 
biological chemistry with a minor in psychology. I then went on to receive 
an Education Master’s at Harvard in the Graduate School of Education and 
have since taken summer or evening courses at Rutgers, Northwestern, 
Illinois Tech and the University of Connecticut. For the past two years,

College plans for Class of ’62 

Although not all colleges had made their decisions by press time, the 
1962 Seniors have already made the commendable record of gaining 60 
acceptances to these 39 colleges: 

Harvard and Vassar have each accepted four, and Boston University, 
Mount Holyoke, Skidmore and Williams have each accepted three. Two 
acceptances apiece have come from Bowdoin, Bryn Mawr, Connecticut, 
Middlebury, Pine Manor, Radcliffe and Tulane, and one each have been 
received from Barnard, Bennington, Bradford, Briarcliffe, Colby, Cornell 
University, Duke, Garland, Lafayette, Mills, Park, Pembroke, Rollins, 
Sarah Lawrence, Smith, Sophie Newcomb, Stanford, Union, the Universities 
of Arizona, Chicago, Miami and Vermont, Wells, Wesleyan, Wheaton and 
Whittier. 


graduate work in physics at Lake Forest College. At the same time, 1 
almost have my PhD in psychology, so it’s sometimes something of a 
mystery how I ended up in physics. 

*T had taught in three secondary schools in the East, and in 1943, 
when I was in Providence, Terry Smith came around looking ideally for a 
man who could teach general science, automobile mechanics, physics, 
math and some farming (we were in the midst of World War II, and North 
Shore had a Summer Service Corps). Mr. Smith had also got ahold of an 
old airplane which, as he described it, had ’outlived its original intent’, 
and he hoped to find someone who could help the boys tinker a bit with it. 
I was unaware at the time of all these qualifications he hoped to find, or 
that he had more or less decided to settle for half of them. By an odd 
coincidence I had all the attributes. I do remember thinking that he seemed 
excessively enthusiastic. 

"Just now I am head of the Science Department, teach physics to 
Juniors and Seniors, Math III, which is the second year of algebra, and 
geometry. I am also in charge of Fall testing for the high school, which 
means the administration of all the general aptitude tests. I also teach a 
course on ’Safety’ for Sophomores; the general idea is to make a student 
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aware of the fact that accidents — automobile and 
otherwise — can be caused or prevented by his 
behavior and reactions.” 

PSSC physics: the new vs. the old 

We asked Mr. Talley about the new physics 
course, how it came to be and what it was all 
about. 

"We have had an entirely new course now for 
about four years —the first complete reorganization 
of high school physics since 1925. Around 1956, 
a group of M.I.T. physicists decided that they 
didn’t like the sort of high school product they 
were getting. Nobody else on the college level 
particularly did either, but the M.I.T. men, unlike 
the rest, decided to do something about it. They 
began to reorient high school physics and bring it 
up to date. The Physical Science Study Committee 
and the course we have today at North Shore are 
direct results of their efforts. I was fortunate 
enough to get a National Science Foundation grant 
to go back to school myself and study the new 
PSSC curriculum, at a time when a physics teacher 
couldn’t even use the textbook without this special 
study and participation. 

"The old course had not really been in physics, 
but in the simple application of physical principles. 
The lab experiments had been simple experiments 
designed to give simple results. We used to study 
pressures, all kinds of pressures; now we study 
what causes pressures, particularly through the 
development of the kenetic theory of gases. To 
give you another example, before, when we treated 
certain parts of Newton, we talked about rockets 
going 150 feet up. Today, the concept goes like 
this: *A rocket orbits the earth every 98 minutes in 
a circular path at an altitude of 250 miles. How 
much does the earth weigh?’ 

"Today,we study physics as pure law. We deal 
only with physical principles and their concepts. 
The course is designed to give a broad general 
view of physics from Galileo and Newton to 
Rutherford, de Broglie, Bohr and Einstein, and we 
skip most of the ’practical’ applications which 
aren’t very practical anymore because they become 


"I can honestly say that today it is difficult 
for a student without considerable facility in 
science to understand some elements of the course. 
However, there is much in it easily grasped by 
anyone, and it is amazing how it arouses the 
interest of so many somewhere along the line. An 
ability to do well in physics requires an entirely 
different sort of discipline than many other aca¬ 
demic subjects. In so many studies, feelings and 
emotions are important, but not in physics. 

"Viith all the ballyhoo today about science, and 
physics in particular, there is a surge to push more 
and more students into science. We don’t notice a 
much larger group in our courses, but then, we 
have always had a high percentage of our students 
in science. We do notice, though, that in the 
physics course today the boys don’t have the 
advantage over the girls that they did before. In 
the past, when the emphasis in physics was on 
mechanical applications, the boys had a great 
advantage because they tinkered with models and 
machines. Today, when we concentrate on con¬ 
cepts, the girls are on a par.” 

"There has always been competition, 
but now it really counts” 

"The great culling out process in physics 
comes at the college level, for in proportion to 
other fields physics does not need great numbers. 
The colleges put on great pressures, and it is too 
bad to lose a student because of an insufficient 
background or an inability to compete in advanced 
physics. But other fields do benefit, for students 
who do not become physicists often find their 
niche in related fields that they would never have 
come across had they not been pushed toward 
science. To lose them from science is not the 
worst thing imaginable either. You know, there 
are a lot of problems in the world that cannot be 
answered by science. Social problems will always 
be with us, and they are actually of paramount 
importance. 

"The college student today has many different 
problems from his counterpart a generation ago. 


boy, you know, is still very bright and way above 
the average nationally, but by the time he finishes 
at Harvard he is convinced that he doesn’t quite 
measure up. It would be far better for such a boy 
to go to a school where he could really compete 
and build his ego. After all, when you are out 
of college, a confidence in your abilities is as 
necessary as what you learned in books. 

"Of course, we try to begin building this sort 
of confidence at North Shore. I like to think of our 
school as a sort of free-floating atmosphere where 
you are not herded about as you are in a large 
school. A student here is not isolated in his year 
group, and if you have an idea or a problem there 
is always somebody around to listen to it. But 
North Shore today is harder in a sense than it 
was some years ago. The larger numbers and 
percentages of people going to college today make 
the pressures tremendous. There has always been 
competition in our school, but now it really counts. 
Children have to make decisions a lot earlier than 
they used to. In this kind of atmosphere it’s in¬ 
creasingly difficult to make students believe that 
they should strive for understanding rather than 
grades. But the kids here have a tremendous 
amount of vitality and energy, and I think they 
have a real chance to develop in this school. As 
far as science specifically is concerned, what is 
going on now is a vigorous pushing back of the 
frontiers, and I think a young person interested in 
this field today has an extremely interesting and 
exciting life ahead of him.’’ 

We asked Mr. Talley what he did with any 
spare time that might crop up occasionally. 

"Jean and I do a good bit of puttering around 
our house here and have attempted most ’do it 
yourself’ things at least once. I have a farm near 
Cooperstown, New York, that I enjoy getting away 
to. I grow evergreens and fruit trees and have a 
printing press and a workshop there. I cut wood 
and do some fishing — it’s fairyland country there 
with the mountains and brooks. Jean enjoys visits 
there, but she is a Winnetka girl at heart and is 
always glad to be back on the road home. I enjoy 
tinkering, and particularly like to see students 
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deal and perform simple experiments, but now these 
experiments have to be interpreted graphically and 
statistically. We measure the wave length of light 
and even the mass of an electron. A student has 
to do a great deal of thinking before he even starts 
to set up an experiment.” 

We asked if the course could be considered 
* ‘harder” now and if more students aimed at 
careers in science. 


full confidence that we would be admitted. There 
is no longer this confidence, and the failure to be 
admitted to the school of your choice can often be 
quite a blow to the personality. But, the fantastic 
competition in the so-called 'top schools* has 
served to upgrade a lot of other schools. I see a 
danger in a student going to Harvard, for instance, 
who may be just a couple of points below the 
class average academically. This hypothetical 


a binary computer and some other electronic gear 
down here in the lab a while back. Jean and I hear 
quite often from alumni and greatly appreciate the 
letters and visits. You get a pretty good picture 
of students* interests and abilities over the years 
they’re here, and we don’t like to think of gradua¬ 
tion as terminating this association. It’s a great 
satisfaction, you know, to see potential realized.” 



Here is an aerial view of North Shore taken in the "middle years," in 
the early 1910’s. 

Three of the buildings shown are gone: West Hall went in 1917, Eliot in 
1957 and Knollslea in I960, Walling and Perry Dunlap Smith Halls, and the 
enlargement and modernization of Dunlap, have taken their place, and the 
new boys’ gym is on the east hill, making a neat new vis-a-vis with Dunlap. 

You can also work backwards from this picture, lake out Dunlap, the 
auditorium and what’s now the girls’ gym, and move Leicester back to the 
north side of the entrance road coming up the hill, and you have the five 
Girton School buildings bought in 1919 — Knolls lea, West, the little all¬ 
purpose gym, Eliot and Leicester. 

(Yow also have to add some things. Frances King Cooke, who owned 
and ran Girton, lived in the original part of the headmaster’s house. He had 
a barn next to it, and the playing fields of North Shore were full of pasture, 
cows, a potato patch, a vineyard and a duck pond. When he added boys to 
the schoo t l, they lived in a house across Forest Avenue — the second from 
the left in this view. His athletic field was across the campus, on the 
triangle between Church and Green Hay.) 

The entrance road across the base of the horseshoe drive is interesting 
here, because you can see how its course continued across the hockey fields 
and met Forest Avenue, at the break in the curb and parkway in the lower 
lefthand corner. This was Diller Street, lined with oaks, separating Cooke’s 
farm from his school. Diller was closed off and the oaks came down, in the 
early 1920’s, to consolidate the property and make our play field. To close 
Diller, North Shore gave the village part of the old athletic field on Church 
and Green Bay. The last of this off-campus property wasn’t sold until just 
last year. 

Th^n take out Leicester and Eliot and the old gym, and Mr. Cooke’s 
house and barn, and put a tower and some porches on Knollslea, and you're 
back on the John C. Garland estate, with a wagon path connecting the main 
house with at least one of its outbuildings, later to be W'es/ Hall. 

The Garland house was built in either 1861 or closer to 1870, depending 
on one’s source of information. Before then, there was probably a log cabin. 

Take this away, and you have a sandy hill, with few trees, a fine view of 

the lake, and a Potawatomi burial ground. The wet weather route of the 

Green Bay Trail cut along the east, slope of the hill here, on its way from 

the 10th tee at Indian Hill Club to Tower Road, where it joined the dry 
weather path along the lake. 

It really wasn’t so very long ago. 
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1961-62 ALUMNI FUND REPORT 

After a three-year lapse so that alumni could 
give all possible time, ideas, effort and money to 
the Development Fund, the NSCDS Alumni Fund 
began again this winter, with new leadership and 
enthusiasm that bode well for the future. 

At the May 2nd Board meeting, John Hinchman, 
’49, standing in for Chairman John Roberts who was 
out of town, reported that gifts to the 1961-62 Alumni 
Fund have totalled $4,564 and more was still coming 
in each week. This much money, When presented to 
the School for its operating budget, represents the 
equivalent of a 4% return on $114,000 endowment. 
As a cash "living endowment, the Fund’s receipts 
are of great value to the School, &nd of course they 
help stimulate others to give. 

There have been 292 contributors, which is 17.2% 
of the total alumni — not as high a percentage as the 
Fund reached in 1958, but very respectable for a 
fresh start. Contributions have ranged from $1.00 to 
$250.00, with an average gift of $16.84, after allow¬ 
ances are made for those gifts which had to be 
applied as payments on Development Fund pledges. 
(These payments are not included in the $4,564 total.) 

As far as individual classes are concerned, 
the most important measure of success is the 
percentage of members contributing. The leaders 
this year were ’20 (50%), ’41 (36%), and ’32 and 
’33 (each 30%). The top three classes in total 
dollars given are 1939 ($395), 1938 ($320) and 
1943 ($290). The top three classes in total number 
of alumni giving are 1941 (16), 1951 (14) and 
1948 and 1949 (tied at 13). 


In analyzing the returns, Johns Roberts and 
Hinchman have noticed thata much better percentage 
of alumni living near the School are giving than 
was true in years past, which they attribute to the 
good work of the class chairmen in following up 
the mailings with phone calls in the North Shore 
and Chicagoland area. We all can join in thanking 
these class chairmen very, very much for putting 
such fund raising talents to work for North Shore. 

SCHOOL ESTABLISHES WOMAN’S BOARD 

After a great deal of careful planning, a Woman’s 
Board has been established for North Shore. In the 
announcement released on May 15th, the function of 
the new board was defined: "...to organize and 
provide ways and means of raising funds for the 
School, and to serve as a clearing house for all 
such activities not included in the regular fund 
solicitations conducted by the Board of Directors, 
the Parents Association,and the Alumni Association.’’ 

The experience of the past few years has shown 
that the wonderful work of mothers on Treasure 
Chest and other projects has been handicapped by 
a lack of year-to-year continuity and formal organi¬ 
zation. The Woman’s Board will fill this need. 

Alumnae listed on the first slate of members for 
the new Board are Judy Adams Bartholomay, III, 
’41, vice president; Judy Mason Drake, ’35; Dain 
Fuller Searle, ’46, vice president; and Suzanne 
Warner Kenly, ’41, treasurer. Jean Talley, our 
executive secretary, is an ex-officio member.

TEACHING OF GILLINGHAM METHOD 
REDUCES READING PROBLEMS 

Phyllis Babb Perkins, *46, in cooperation with 
George Eldredge, *41, head of middle and lower 
schools, discuss how **Gillingham** works . 

Reading disability is a problem faced by ten 
percent of the world’s "healthy” citizens. It is 
no respecter of intelligence, and for years it has 
been the most baffling of the problems commonly 
faced by the educator. In the 1920’s work was first 
begun on a program which would eventually lead 
to a virtual elimination of the problem. 

Currently The North Shore Country Day School 
has approximately thirty percent of its elementary 
students in this special program, one designed to 
prevent the otherwise able student from being a 
poor reader. This percentage includes many who 
might learn to read satisfactorily without the 
program, but assures all a successful reading 
experience. 

In the 1920’s Dr. Samuel Orton, working with 
high I.Q. ^students, found many of them unable to 
read successfully. His training was that of a 
neurologist and he theorized that normally only 
one side of the brain is responsible for the 
language function. Records of whatever we see 
or hear are made on both sides of the brain, one 
in the reverse, or mirrored, image of the other. 
Although both images are present, with most of 
us the dominant or responsible side of the brain 
always (or almost always) responds when we see 
a word or sentence. In the majority of cases, he 
said, this is the left side of the brain, but so long 
as it is clearly either the left or the right, prob¬ 
lems do not arise. 

For some people neither side of the brain is 
dominant. Thus when the "wrong” side of the 
brain responds a "b” turns into a "d”, "was” 
into "saw”, or "dog” into "bog” or "God”. A 
response from both sides results in complete con¬ 
fusion. In either case, the reader fails because 
he cannot depend on his response to sight words, 
or letters. 


INDUSTRIAL MISSION TO INDIA 

D . Wendell Fentress, *31, Director of Re» 
search and Development at Flexonics, a division 
of Calumet and Hecla, Inc,, was a member of a 
four man team requested to conduct a series of 
seminars in India from October 31 to December 5 
last year . His article is reprinted from Flexevents. 

This program ivas presented under the auspices 
of the Foreign Operations Administration of our 
Government . These seminars were held in New 
Dehli, Calcutta, Madras and Bombay for one week 
each . At the outset of this period, the team under - 
went detailed briefing by the United States Agency 
for Industrial Development stationed in New Delhi, 
and the Indian Productivity Council, which is the 
Indian counterpart of our National Association of 
Manufacturers . 

"It has been a most interesting, stimulating 
experience conducting seminars in Calcutta, 
Madras, Bombay and New Delhi. Our team of four 
talked in all to some 350 industrial leaders —five 
and sometimes six days a week on a range of 
subjects all relating to the functions, organization 
and management of a manufacturing enterprise. 
Besides talking with these people 6-8 hours a day, 
we were continually on the move, living out of a 
suitcase and making do with "wartime” shortages 
in hotels and transportation, in a land where con¬ 
veniences Americans take for granted are rare to 
begin with. 

"India is a land of contrasts — the very rich 
and very poor, the brilliantly educated and the 
illiterate. The people we met with were well in¬ 
formed, alert and eager to learn of America’s 
organization and techniques of operation. Most 
of them were graduates of U.S.A. or British Uni¬ 
versities. Their problem is implementing what 
they know. Top management there can talk good 
theory, but they won’t get their hands dirty dealing 
with everyday practical problems of production, 
manufacturing engineering, product design training, 
labor relations, etc. They are behind the Western

44 muiiuu iui icincaiai work with ttie un¬ 
successful readers. Believing that the potential 
remedial reader could be identified at a young 
age, Miss Gillingham with Miss Bessie Stilwell 
developed a program for pre-school testing and 
preventive teaching. With this program, the poten¬ 
tial remedial reader does not experience the failure 
which would affect his attitude and ability through¬ 
out his school life. 

The Program, known as the Gillingham Method, 
in its battle against mixed-dominance, relies 
heavily on phonetics. All the senses are used to 
help the reader confirm what he sees. Repeated 
association of how a letter or word looks, how it 
sounds, and how the speech organs and hands feel 
when producing it aid the learning process. Be¬ 
cause the English language is highly phonetic 
(67%), the study of phonics plays the most impor¬ 
tant role. This includes not only the sounds of 
letters and combinations of letters, but an under¬ 
standing of the rules which change these sounds 
and the exceptions to the rules. The student re¬ 
ceives a thorough understanding of the structure 
of our language. With this method Mrs. Harry 
Kratz teaches reading and spelling to about one- 
third of each of the first four grades in separate 
classes. W'orking with Miss Gillingham, and be¬ 
ginning in 1955, Mrs. Kratz began the program 
which is now an integral part of the total reading 
program in the Lower School. Its success has 
been such that since its inauguration reading 
problems among the children who begin North 
Shore in the first grade have been virtually un¬ 
known.

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out these functions, as they do not delegate 
responsibility or authority to this level of their 
companies. 

"Their factories vary from the very crude to 
the very sophisticated, the latter being the ex¬ 
ception, but where they have modernized, they 
have put to use the latest American or European 
equipment and have very respectable operations. 
Ironically, there are repeated cases where new 
equipment arrives and they never unbox it because 
they can not get permission from the Government 
to lay off workers resulting from the technological 
advance. The Government controls everything — 
prices, wage rates, etc., much to the irritation of 
those who are responsible for making ends meet 
in manufacturing operations. The average un¬ 
skilled worker earns $ 20.00 per month; an engineer 
$80.00. India’s gross national product is $36 
billion, which when spread over their vast popula¬ 
tion amounts to only $81.00 per person per year. 
This compares to U.S.A.’s $3,000 per person. 

"Despite India’s basic problems, two major 
ones of which are population control and education 
(22 per cent literacy spread over 15 languages, but 
only 2 per cent literacy in English, the official 
language) some progress is being shown. They 
increased their GNP 5.6 per cent last year, got 
more children in school than ever before, now 
make their own electric fans, bicycles and sewing 
machines, which they used to buy from England. 
Steel production, electrical output, textiles, etc., 
are all increasing, but so is population and last 
year population increased 2.6 per cent, which left 
only a net 3.0 per cent per capita productivity 
increase. 

"Actually India, in its present political struc¬ 
ture, is the closest thing to a democracy that 
exists in Asia today —thus America’s interest in 
helping it succeed; even though as a socialist- 
flavored form of democracy — such being preferable 
to Communism. How long it will take for a country 
so burdened with Government regulations and red 
tape to amount to anything industrially and com¬ 
mercially, I don’t know, but it won’t be a rapid 


Morning Ex’s which arc undoubtedly remembered 
only by the two of us. 

I dove into my dusty archives to see if I could 
come up with any personally flattering, compara¬ 
tive statistics on how well each of us had fore¬ 
cast the annual pennant races.

process, this I am sure of. Their centuries of 
passivity, religious customs, taboos and castes 
make the Indian somewhat immune to change. The 
weather and diet there doesn’t help much either. 

"Religious and social customs of ancient 
times still persist. The "Brahmans" will eat 
food only prepared by "Brahmans". If the shadow 
of an "Untouchable" falls on his food, the "Brah¬ 
man" discards it. The "Untouchables" live off 
the scrapings from other people’s plates. Cows 
wander around the cities and the "arranged" 
marriage is still the thing. We saw a Hindu wed¬ 
ding-bride and groom in weird costumes and 
masks, took vows before a sacred fire while a 
priest read the chants. After a long ceremony (and 
they were pronounced man and wife) they removed 
masks and saw each other’s face for the first time. 

"U.S.A. prestige is high here because of our 
economic accomplishments and our demonstrated 
friendliness in sending arms to combat the Chi¬ 
nese invasion. India’s soft and tolerant attitude 
toward Communism has changed abruptly —be it 
the Chinese or Moscow brand. Business and 
Government leaders here have told me 'Communism 
lost in one month here all the ground it gained in 
the last 40 years’." 
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
